Local 
residents 
in midst 
of riot 

Despite not being 
much of a hockey fan, 
34-year-old Candace 
Lega found herself in 
the thick of things in 
downtown Vancouver 
Wednesday night. 

The Edmontonian 
was out west with her 
fiance Jeff, and they 
were headed to a pub 
when they came 
across Georgia and 
Hamilton streets — 
the epicentre of what 
became complete 
chaos after the 
Canucks lost the Stan¬ 
ley Cup to the Boston 
Bruins. 

“You could walk 
right into the fire,” 
said Lega “You could 
hear things going off. I 
didn’t feel safe. People 
are shoving you; I was 
losing my flip-flops.” 

Lega witnessed sim¬ 
ilar activities in 
Edmonton in 2006 
during the Oilers’ 
Stanley Cup run. 

“There were people 
hanging from light 
posts and trees, drop¬ 
ping into traffic and 
lighting things on fire. 
But it seems to me it 
was much worse (in 
Vancouver).” 

Fellow Edmonton¬ 
ian Jenna Buckley, 22, 
escaped the scene be¬ 
fore the riot really be¬ 
gan. “We drove by 
today and everything 
was cleaned up,” she 
said Thursday. “I was 
pretty impressed.”

“It brought back some 
graphic and disturbing 
memories,” said Sgt. Tony 
Simioni, president of the 
Edmonton Police Associa¬ 
tion. “We’ve been through 
it. We’ve been there, done 
that.” 


Riots erupted on Whyte 
Avenue on Canada Day in 
2001 and again when the 
Edmonton Oilers made 
their Stanley Cup run in 
2006. A number of busi¬ 
nesses sustained damage in 
2006, including Burlington 
Tobacconists on 105 Street. 

“Ground zero was essen¬ 
tially in front of my store,” 
said owner Chris Hansen. 

Surrounding stores, such 
as Chicken Scratch and 
Chapters, also had windows 
smashed, while others were 


luckier. 

“I was veiy fortunate,” 
said Jenny Sherwin, owner 
of 105 Street’s When Pigs 
Fly. “(The police) did what 
they could.” 

Sherwin noted that it on¬ 
ly takes a small group to 
“ruin it for everybody.” 

Simioni agreed, but 
added this doesn’t give any¬ 
one an excuse to stand by 
and watch. 

“The excuse of just 
watching, that causes the 
issue,” he said. “Go home.”

Nina Courtepatte wanted 
to be a star and her moth¬ 
er is helping make that 
happen. 

Five years after the 
13-year-old’s murder, 
Peacha Atkinson chooses 
to celebrate her life. 

She has hotdogs and 
hamburgers for 1,000, but 
she worries it’s not 
enough. 

“I have heard it could be 
up to 3,000,” said Atkinson 
of the event, which will be 
held 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Ottawa holds Nina’s Pic¬ 


nics, and Saskatoon will 
hold its version. 

But Atkinson wants the 
tribute to her child and 
other murdered and miss¬ 
ing loved ones to spread 
globally. 

Her gregarious girl 
loved picnics and gather¬ 
ings with family and 
friends — friends Nina 
made easily. 

“She’d get people to tell 
her their life story,” said 
Atkinson. 

Picnic-goers are encour¬ 
aged to bring photos of 
missing, murdered or 
missed loved ones. 

“It’s for anyone who’s 


lost someone,” said Atkin¬ 
son. 

Balloons will be re¬ 
leased to Amazing Grace, 
one of Nina’s favourite 
songs, at 4 p.m. 

“That’s the emotional 
part,” said Atkinson, 
adding Child Find will 
have a table to register 
kids, and giveaways, music 
and sunscreen stations are 
also planned. 

This is the first year 
the free picnic — which 
Atkinson used to pay for — 
will feature all donated 
items. 

“I felt it was my way of 
healing,” she said. 


Police take cues from

O Around 1,000 show up at Vancouver’s riot site to help 
clean © Broken windows turn into impromptu shrine 


Embarrassment and anger 
over the Stanley Cup riot 
brought volunteers to Van¬ 
couver’s downtown Thurs¬ 
day in a massive effort to 
clean the city’s streets and 
its soiled reputation. 

“I’m clearing up other 
peoples’ mess,” said 
Annabel Heath. “I’m from 
the U.K. and this is my safe 
place. It shouldn’t be ru¬ 
ined by other people being 
stupid.” 

Tim McMillan, with the 
department of sanitation, 
provided volunteers with 
equipment. 

“It sounds like close to 
1,000 people showed up, 
and the city is as clean as 
I’ve ever seen it,” he said. 

Toni Schmader, profes¬ 
sor of psychology at the 
University of B.C., blamed

the riot on the conver¬ 
gence of three elements — 
emotions, booze and some 
thugs — along with crowd 
behaviour that strips a 
person’s individuality. 

“We feel like part of 
this massive something 
and that makes us feel un¬ 
accountable for our ac¬ 
tions,” Schmader 

explained. He added the 
fuel for the riot was the 
heavy emotional invest¬ 
ment that people make in 
their sports teams. For a 


Canadian city, the seventh 
game of the Stanley Cup fi¬ 
nal is about as big as it 
gets. The 100,000-plus 
crowd was charged up and 
ready for action. 

The addition of booze 
to that fuel — many peo¬ 
ple took the day off and 
spent the lead-up to the 
game drinking in bars — 
resulted in something 
called alcohol myopia, 
changing the way people 
process information and 
pushing the long-term 
consequences from the 
mind’s of people. 

The final ingredient, 
Schmader said, were rab¬ 
ble-rousers that came 
downtown intentionally 
looking to spark trouble.

Tories look to 
tweak medical pot 

O Authorities can’t tell difference between legal, illegal grow-ops 



The federal government is 
poised to tighten the rules 
on medical marijuana so 
only licensed private oper¬ 
ators are allowed to grow 
it, The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

Sources say Health Min¬ 
ister Leona Aglulckaq 
wants to take individuals 
and Health Canada out of 
the business of growing 
pot. 

Instead, she wants to 
tender licences to the pri¬ 


vate sector to produce 
marijuana in a way that is 
similar to how convention¬ 
al drugs are produced — 
by companies, under tight¬ 
ly regulated conditions. 

The move is a response 
to complaints from may¬ 
ors, police and firefighters 
— mainly in British Co¬ 
lumbia — who say sanc¬ 
tioned growers are abusing 
their permits and often 
growing far more than 
they need, the Canadian press

Fighting between gov¬ 
ernment forces and the 
rebels had reached a stale¬ 
mate until last week, when 
NATO launched the heavi¬ 
est bombardment of Gad¬ 
hafi forces since the 
alliance took control of the 
skies over Libya.

Diplomatic efforts heat up in Libya 


Renewed diplomatic ef¬ 
forts to halt Libya’s civil 
war appeared to be gain¬ 
ing momentum Thursday 
as thunderous NATO 
airstrilces once again ham¬ 
mered Moammar Gad¬ 
hafi’s stronghold of 
Tripoli. 

Officials in the capital 
say they are open to inter¬ 
national efforts that would 
bring an end to four 
months of fighting be¬ 


tween forces loyal to the 
longtime leader and rebels 
who control the eastern 
third of the country along 
with pockets in the west. 

But they insist that Gad¬ 
hafi will not bow to inter¬ 
national pressure to push 
him aside. 

“We don’t accept any¬ 
thing that may be done 
against him. He is a red 
line in our discussions,”

di al-Mahmoudi said. Any 
deal that would partition 
the countiy is also unac¬ 
ceptable, he added. 

One of Gadhafi’s sons 
told an Italian newspaper 
that while his father 
would not seek exile, elec¬ 
tions under international 
supervision could offer a 
way out. A vote could be 
organized within three 
months, he said.

A U.S. congresswoman 
who was shot in the head 
in January has moved into 
her husband’s suburban 
Houston home, beginning 
a new phase in her recov¬ 
ery that will allow her to 
blend daily trips to the 
hospital with a more rou¬ 
tine family life. 

Rep. Gabrielle Giffords’ 
departure Wednesday 
from Houston’s TIRR Me¬ 
morial Hermann indicates 
she has made enough 
progress in her recovery 
from a devastating gun¬ 
shot wound to be released 
from the hospital. But she 
still has a long, arduous 
journey ahead of her. 

She struggles to speak 
and walk, and will contin¬ 
ue daily, intensive therapy 
for months, and possibly 
years. Whether she will 
ever recover enough to re¬ 
sume her congressional 
duties is still unknown.

Yet doctors, her astro¬ 
naut husband Mark Kelly 
and experts who have 
been observing Giffords’ 
recovery emphasize that 
going home is a key mile¬ 
stone and could help stim¬ 
ulate her progress. 

“Anyone who knows 
Gabby knows that she 
loves being outside,” Kelly 
said in a statement re¬ 


leased by the hospital. 
“Living and working in a 
rehab facility for five 
months straight has been 
especially challenging for 
her.” 

Giffords will still go to 
the hospital each day 
where she will participate 
in speech, music, physical 
and occupational therapy 


with the same team that 
has treated her since she 
arrived in Houston in late 
January. 

Now, however, at the 
end of each day “she will 
be with her family,” Kelly 
said. 

The congresswoman 
moved to Kelly’s home in 
League City, a suburb near 


the Johnson Space Center, 
where she has 24-hour 
help from a home-care as¬ 
sistant. 

The 41-year-old was 
shot in the left side of the 
brain, the part that con¬ 
trols speech and commu¬ 
nication, on Jan. 8 while 
meeting with constituents 
in Tucson, Ariz. Six people 
were killed and 13 wound¬ 
ed in the attack, including 
the lawmaker and mem¬ 
bers of her staff. 

Her release from the 
hospital was met with ex¬ 
citement. 

“When I went home 
from the hospital after 
surgery, I was so nervous, 
but boy it’s wonderful to 
be home in your own sur¬ 
roundings, to be able to 
have things on your own 
schedule,” said Ron Bar¬ 
ber, a staffer who also sur¬ 
vived the shooting. 

“I'm sure it’ll be uplift¬ 


ing and healing for her, 
too,” he said. 

Jordan Grafman, direc¬ 
tor of the Traumatic Brain 
Injury Research Laborato¬ 
ry at the Kessler Founda¬ 
tion Research Center in 
West Orange, N.J., said be¬ 
ing around family often 
motivates patients. He 
warned, however, that the 
congresswoman is far 
from healed and has a life¬ 
time of recovery ahead of 
her. 

“Often, you can do 
many things for yourself 
but not everything, that’s 
not unusual after a severe 
traumatic brain injury,” 
Grafman said, explaining 
why she would need pro¬ 
fessional help at home. 
“It’s not unusual to be re¬ 
leased before complete in¬ 
dependence and you may 
never achieve complete in¬ 
dependence.”

A new survey is counter¬ 
ing views that social net¬ 
works isolate people. 

According to the study 
from the Pew Research 
Center’s Internet and 
American Life Project, 
Faceboolc users are more 
trusting, have more close 
friends and get more so¬ 
cial support than their 
non-networlced counter¬ 
parts. 

The survey released 
Thursday found that, 


when all else is equal, 
people who use Faceboolc 
have nine per cent more 
close ties in their overall 
social network than oth¬ 
er Internet users. 

Faceboolc users are al¬ 
so more politically 
engaged than people 
who are not on 
Faceboolc, says the 
survey, conducted 
among 2,255 adults from 
Oct. 20 to Nov. 28, 2010.

Two sides reach deal in airline strike 



O Workers set to return on Friday O Labour minister 
credits government intervention for quick end to strike 


A tentative collective 
agreement ending a strike 
by Air Canada staff con¬ 
tains pay increases, but it 
will be up to an arbitrator 
to settle a dispute over 
pension plans for new 
hires. 

Ken Lewenza, president 
of the Canadian Auto 
Workers, said the deal in¬ 
cludes higher wages and 
addresses quality of life 
and other issues raised by 
members. 

But he said it does not 
settle the issue of defined- 
benefit pensions. 


3,800 

Some 3,800 Air Canada 
customer-service and 
other staff walked off 
the job Tuesday. 

Lewenza said the union 
agreed to send the pension 
issue to an arbitrator in or¬ 
der to minimize the strain 
on the striking workers. 

“For us to prolong the 
strike as a result of future 
(hires) would absolutely 
make no sense at this time, 


but it will give us an oppor¬ 
tunity in future years to 
bargain on behalf of those 
new hires,” Lewenza said. 

He said there would be 
“veiy slight modifications” 
to the current pension 
plan, which would become 
effective in 2013. Details 
will not be released until 
after a ratification vote. 

The tentative four-year 
settlement came less than 
an hour after Ottawa 
tabled legislation that 
would have forced the 
workers back on the job.

High-flying loonie could see auto profits plummet 


The strong loonie is driv¬ 
ing up the cost of Canadi¬ 
an employees, which 
could put pressure on au¬ 
to-parts and vehicle mak¬ 
ers to send more jobs to 
the U.S. and Mexico where 
labour costs are lower, an 
independent think-tank 
says. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada predicts a con¬ 
tinued recovery in the au¬ 
to industry on the back of 
soaring demand for vehi¬ 
cles in the U.S., providing 
substantial opportunity for 
the Canadian sector. But 
that growth potential will 


not necessarily benefit 
Canadian workers in the 
auto-parts and vehicle-as¬ 
sembly sectors, the board 
warns. 

A high loonie adds to 
labour costs in Canada rel¬ 
ative to developing coun¬ 
tries and makes Canadian 
exports less cost-competi¬ 
tive, which is prompting 
auto companies to look 
south when they make de¬ 
cisions about where to set 
up new plants, the board 
said. 

“Furthermore, wages of 
Canadian auto workers are 
at risk of moving out of 



line with those of their 
American counterparts,” 
the board said. 

The auto industry and 
its offshoots, key compo¬ 
nents of Canada’s econo¬ 
my, have enjoyed a swift 
turnaround since last year 
after struggling to main¬ 
tain profits during the eco¬ 
nomic downturn of 
2008-09. 

But the board says auto¬ 
parts makers Magna Inter¬ 
national, MartinRea and 
Linamar could be forced to 
lower prices to compete 
with foreign manufactur¬ 
ers.

RIM eyes job cuts 

O Consumers turning to iPhone, Android instead of 
BlackBerry © Product rollout delays harm profits 



Research In Motion, under 
pressure from Apple and 
Android smartphones, 
says it plans to cut jobs as 
it works to roll out a new 
generation of products to 
stay competitive. 

“The reduction of our 
head count is an incredi¬ 
bly difficult decision,” co- 
CEO Jim Balsillie told 
analysts Thursday. 

But Balsillie said RIM 
won’t make cuts in areas 
that it considers crucial to 
growth. He didn’t say how 
many jobs would be cut. 

Balsillie said RIM sold 
fewer phones in the U.S. 
due to its aging product 
line. RIM expects to deliv¬ 
er smartphones with up¬ 
graded operating systems 
in late August and Septem¬ 
ber. 

Analyst Anil Doradla 
said the jobs cuts are a re¬ 
sult of “poor execution” at 
the top. 


“It is a mis-execution of 
strategy and it is a mis¬ 
reading of the market 
trends,” said Doradla of 
Chicago-based William 
Blair and Co. 

Doradla noted that RIM 
is still working on its new 
products while the market 
keeps changing. 

In its financial results, 


Waterloo, Ont.-based RIM 
said it earned $695 million 
US, or $1.33 per diluted 
share, for the quarter end¬ 
ed May 28 on $4.91 billion 
in revenue. That com¬ 
pared with a profit of $769 
million, or $1.38 per dilut¬ 
ed share, a year ago on 
$4.24 billion in revenue.

Lots to like in Penguins 

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin agree Mr. Popper’s Penguins is a surprise 
hit O Will appeal to the kids, with enough story to keep adults interested 


Richard Crouse: Mark, Jim 
Carrey is back acting op¬ 
posite wildlife, but unlike 
the Ace Ventura movies, 
this time he’s not talking 
out of his bum, or doing 
anything that parents may 
take issue with. Mr. Pop¬ 
per’s Penguins is total 
family entertainment, 
paced for young ones but 
with enough story to keep 
older kids and parents in¬ 
terested. I dreaded this 
one but actually ended up 
enjoying it. 

Mark Breslin: Me too, 
Richard. I’m not a big fan 
of Jim Carrey movies, but 
this time the comedian 
keeps his cartoony in¬ 
stincts in check and brings 
an easy naturalness to the 


role. The penguins make 
great foils for Carrey as 
they are the comedians of 
the animal world. With 
their tuxedo pelts, paunch¬ 
es and big noses they look 
like standup comics from 
the ’50s. 

RC: Ha! They do provide 
most of the laughs in the 
film, but I’m not sure I 
would classify this as a com¬ 
edy. Carrey has a few funny 
moments, the penguins — 
who could be more rightly 
called Mr. Popper’s Pooping 
Penguins — engage in 
some animal antics, and 
Popper’s “p” popping per¬ 
sonal assistant takes alliter¬ 
ation to new heights, but 
the movie is more about 
heart than humour. 


MB: Maybe that’s why I 
liked it so much: Carrey 
wasn’t working so hard to 
be “on” all the time. I also 
appreciated the New York 
setting, though I found it 
bizarre that Popper was 
trying to raze, then save 
Tavern On The Green 
when it was just closed 
and slated for demolition 
last year. I guess the pen¬ 
guins aren’t the only fanta¬ 
sy elements in the film! 

RC: It is a fantasy film with 
a nice even tone for fami¬ 
lies, but I’m curious what 
sort of movie it might have 
been if the original direc¬ 
tor Noah Baumbach had 
been behind the camera. 
He’s best known for mak¬ 
ing edgy family dramas 


like Squid and the Whale. 
Mr. Popper’s Penguins 
might have been more in¬ 
teresting to mom and dad 
if he had directed, but as it 
is it will appeal to kids, 
particularly if they’ve read 
the book. 

MB: I love Baumbach, but I 
can only imagine his direc¬ 
tion would have led to The 
Squid, the Whale and the 
Penguins, about a dysfunc¬ 
tional family with lots of 
flipper wringing. No, the 
movie ain’t broke, so let’s 
not fix it. You’re right, it’s 
a great family picture, but 
also — dare I say this — a 
good date movie. I may not 
know much about life, 
Richard, but I do know 
this: chicks dig penguins!

Considering how Cameron 
Diaz’s character behaves 
in Bad Teacher, the title is 
something of an under¬ 
statement.

She ac¬ 
cepts “tutoring money” 
from parents in exchange 
for A’s for their children. 

Her sole motivation is 
earning enough money for 
a boob job so she can snag 
a rich husband. The char¬ 
acter is crass, deceitful and 
usually hungover — in 
other words, far from 
glamorous or sympathetic. 
But that’s exactly what Di¬ 
az liked about her. 

“There was absolutely 
not one ounce of energy 
spent trying to make any¬ 
thing about this character 
likeable.

Of course, even in a cav¬ 
alcade of bad behaviour 
like Bad Teacher, there are 
some situations Diaz and 
director Jake Kasdan 
thought would be going 
too far, like featuring a 
teacher-student romance. 

“The one thing that Eliz¬ 
abeth doesn’t do — one 
line she doesn’t cross — is 
taking on a seventh grad¬ 
er,” Diaz says. “That’s the 
one thing she doesn’t do, 
thankfully. I don’t think I 
would be down with that. 
That would be a different 
movie, clearly.” 

Not that it would proba¬ 
bly matter to MPAA, the or¬ 
ganization that doles out 
ratings for American films 
— and a group Diaz isn’t 
too thrilled about. (Bad 
Teacher, with its rampant 
drug use, foul language and 
sexual content, unsurpris¬ 
ingly earned an R-rating.) 


“It’s arbitrary, honestly, 
the rating system,” Diaz 
says. “Who’s to judge what 
is R-rated or not? It’s all 
relative, right? It’s just to 
whom is watching it, if it’s 
something inappropriate 
or not. So I say, get rid of 
the ratings, man!” Feeling 
awkward on her soapbox, 
Diaz bursts out laughing. 

But still, there’s some 


truth to her rant, she says, 
especially when some¬ 
thing like Bad Teacher is 
compared to “video games 
where they all get to slash 
each other and cut each 
other’s heads off,” she 
says. “Or even just Viagra 
commercials in the middle 
of the Super Bowl. I mean, 
that to me I take more of¬ 
fence to.”

Since its inception, the 
MuchMusic Video Awards 
have always had the feel of 
a star-studded street party.

The show’s writers also 
have a hand in corralling 
the chaos. They research 
each presenter before writ¬ 


ing a word, says Jason Ford, 
the supervising producer. 

They’ll then consult with 
each artist, sending drafts 
back and forth in an effort 
to capture the artist’s tme 
voices. Still, they leave plen¬ 
ty of room for off-the-cuff 
moments. In 2002 Pamela 
Anderson brought out then 
partner Kid Rock. This year 
Justin Bieber’s girlfriend, 
Selena Gomez, is co-hosting 
the show and the Biebs has 
been hinting over Twitter 
he might stop by.

There aren’t many dishes 
more satisfying than a siz¬ 
zling steak with savory 
side dishes.

This slow-cooked 
confit fits the bill. 

Preparation: 

I Melt butter in skillet 
over medium heat. Add 
onions and salt; stir 
well. Add l cup water. 
Cook, stirring, until wa¬ 
ter evaporates and 
onions soften, about 20 


mins. Stir another cup of 
water into onions. Cook, 
stirring, until water 
evaporates and onions 
are tender and begin to 
brown, about 20 mins. 

2 Stir in vinegar and hon¬ 
ey. Cook, stirring often, 
until onions are 
caramelized and liquids 
syrupy, about 10 mins. 
Remove from heat and 
cover skillet to keep 
onions warm. 

Prepare fire in grill. Sea¬

Zach’s on track

Plenty of questions swirl 
around the Vancouver 
Canucks following a season 
where they looked like a 
team with all the answers 
to win the Stanley Cup. 

A 4-0 loss to the Boston 
Bruins in Game 7 Wednes¬ 
day night ended the 
Canucks’ dream of 
winning their first NHL 
championship in franchise 
history. A team that won 
the Presidents’ Trophy for 
the best record in the 
league came up one victory 
short of being a champion. 

Mike Gillis, the 
Canucks’ general manager, 
now has to figure out why 
a club that did so much 
right during the regular 
season, and most of the 
playoffs, suddenly had a lot 
go wrong in the final. 

Why did a Vancouver 
team that led the league in 
scoring manage just eight 
goals in seven games 
against the Bruins? And get 
shut out twice? 

Where were the 
Sedins? 

And the question that 
will bum up radio talk 
shows for the summer, 
what happened to Roberto 
Luongo? 

How could a goaltender 
who was solid as a rock 
some nights shatter like 
glass in three games in 
Boston and give up at least 
two questionable goals on 
the night his team needed 
him most? 

Coach Alain Vigneault 
wasn’t rushing to give an¬ 
swers. 

“I’m not going to 
analyze this game right 
now,” he said after the loss.

Toronto Blue Jays right¬ 
hander Zach Stewart was 
impressive in his major 
league debut.

That went to the Balti¬ 
more Orioles, who scored 
two mns in the ninth in¬ 
ning to defeat the Blue 
Jays 4-3 Thursday after¬ 
noon to salvage the finale 
of the three-game series. 

Former Blue Jays reliev¬ 
er Kevin Gregg picked up 
his 13th save despite giv¬ 
ing up Adam Lind’s 14th 
homer of the season to 



lead off the bottom of the 
ninth. 

Stewart allowed seven 
hits and two runs — in¬ 
cluding a solo shot from 
J.J. Hardy — over seven in¬ 
nings. 

“Obviously, I wanted it 


to be a good outing and so 
in that sense it was,” said 
Stewart, who had his par¬ 
ents in attendance from 
Texas and his wife’s family 
from Atlanta. 

Stewart, 24, was called 
up from double-A New 
Hampshire this week after 
rookie right-hander Kyle 
Drabelc was demoted to 
triple-A Las Vegas. 

“He was outstanding,” 
Blue Jays manager John 
Farrell said. “He didn’t fear 
contact, he got ahead in 
the count and used his 


fastball and slider to dis¬ 
rupt some timing on some 
first pitches. Quick innings 
early on. That certainly re¬ 
laxed him and he settled 
into a veiy nice rhythm.” 

His last inning, the sev¬ 
enth, might have been his 
most impressive from the 
standpoint of composure. 
He hit Mark Reynolds with 
a pitch, then got a double¬ 
play grounder from Ryan 
Adams followed by a 
strikeout to end the in¬ 
ning.

Then, the captain of the 
champion Boston Bruins 
lowered it to his knees. He 
patiently answered 
reporters’ questions after a 
night of little sleep and 
much joy on a flight across 
North America — from the 
disappointed city of 
Vancouver to the title town 
of Boston. 

For the six-foot-nine de¬ 
fenceman and his 
teammates, the heavy lift¬ 
ing was over. 

The celebration was on. 

“We are pretty OK with 
that weight,” Chara said 
Thursday, the cup in his 
grasp as it was when he 
hoisted it after the Bruins’ 
4-0 win in Game 7 over the 
Canucks less than 12 hours 
earlier. 

He walked over to some 
of the roughly 500 fans who 
had gathered outside TD 
Garden, where the Bruins 
outscored the Canucks 17-3 
during the final. He let 
some of them touch the 
coveted trophy that hadn’t 
been in Bruins hands in 39 
years. 

“It’s unbelievable. It’s 
veiy exciting for the whole 
city, for us, for the whole 
organization. It’s a veiy spe¬ 
cial day,” said Chara, who 
hadn’t won a cup in 12 pre¬ 
vious NHL seasons. “We’re 
veiy honoured to be here. 
We’re so happy.” 

They won with Brad 
Marchand, a rookie pest, 
and Patrice Bergeron, who 
missed most of the 2007-08 
season with a concussion. 
Each had two goals in the 
clincher. 

“We went out there on a 
mission, came back cham¬ 
pions,” said Marchand. “We 
proved we were the best 
team in the world.” 

There will be many more 
fans lining the streets at the 
parade Saturday, the city’s 
seventh in the past decade 
following championship 
celebrations for the 
Patriots, Red Sox and 
Celtics. 


BOSTON BRUINS 

Cup winners 
should be 
able to keep 
team intact 

The Boston Bruins should 
have an easier time 
repeating than the last 
team to win the Stanley 
Cup. 

Unlike the Chicago 
Blaclchawlcs of a year ago, 
the Bruins are well-posi¬ 
tioned under the salary 
cap to bring back virtual¬ 
ly the same squad that 
ended a long 
championship drought. 

In fact, only four play¬ 
ers that suited up for 
Wednesday’s Game 7 vic¬ 
tory over the Vancouver 
Canucks are headed for 
free agency and one of 


them, 43-year-old forward 
Mark Recchi, is retiring. 

No wonder some mem¬ 
bers of the team took a 
break between sips of 
champagne to look 
ahead. 

“The future looks 
bright with all the guys 
that we have,” said Bruins 
forward Patrice Bergeron, 
who had two goals in the 
deciding game. 

If anything, general 
manager Peter Chiarelli 
might be looking to add a 
few pieces. He has $52.2 
million US committed to 
18 players next season — 
leaving him roughly $10 
million to spend with the 
cap expected to be set 
around $62 million. 

He’ll also likely get 
back the $4 million in cap 
space dedicated to 
forward Marc Savard, 
who is expected to retire 
because of ongoing 


concussion symptoms. 

Chiarelli’s biggest deci¬ 
sion will be determining 
the fate of defenceman 
Tomas Kaberle, who 
failed to provide the pow¬ 
er-play boost the Bruins 
were looking for when 
they acquired him from 
Toronto midway through 
the year. The veteran 
earned $4.25 million this 
season and is an 
unrestricted free agent. 

Forward Michael Ryder 
is also eligible to become 
unrestricted on July 1 af¬ 
ter earning $4 million. 

The only other Bruins 
regular in need of a con¬ 
tract is Brad Marchand, 
who earned himself extra 
money with 11 goals in 
the playoffs including two 
in Game 7 of the final. He 
is a restricted free agent 
who averaged a little over 
$821,000 on his entry-lev¬ 
el deal.
